Foaming. 








An engineer writes: Foaming is really 
a mechanical process, but different pulps 
foam more or less according to the various 
chemicals contained in the pulp. Foaming 
only occurs when air is forced into the pulp, 
as in the engine, in the flow of the pulp on 
the machine, in the shaking of the screens, 
&c., and especially where the pulp comes 
against a firm substance or where it is sub- 
ject to a backward and forward motion. 
This air, lighter than the pulp and taken up 
by it, seeks to reach the surface in the form 
of air bubbles. Animal size greatly favors 
the formation of foam. This comes from 
the fact that such size makes a strong coat- 
ing. When the usual means, as good wash- 
ing of the pulp, or the addition of a quantity 
of sulphate of alumina, or a few drops of 
oil, or any other substance which will break 
the air bubbles, do not suffice, the best thing 
is to have a special machine for sizing so 
made that the exterior air will not be ad- 


mitted during the mixing.

Ash Contents of Sulphite Fibre 
and Other Paper Stock. 





Dr. Frank in a recent article says: 
Amid the lively discussions which are taking 
place in trade circles with regard to the 
allowable and possible ash contents of Ar 
paper, one great point, so far as I know, has 
not been sufficiently examined, and this is 
the ash contents of the vegetable matters 
used in manufacture, whether they come as 
such directly or in the form of rags and spin- 
ning waste or in that ot sulphite or soda fibre. 
Even although cellulose in the chemical sense 
may be perfectly free from ashes this is not 
true in the purest form it is presented in 
nature, viz., cotton, as this has an ash con- 
tents of from 0.11 to 0.12 per cent. In the 
still more important fibre used in standard 
papers, viz., flax, the ash contents show 
quite a considerable increase. According to 
the experiments of Dr. Mueller two samples 
of the finest hackled Belgian flax showed 
0.77 per cent. and Wallon flax 1.46 per cent.; 
while Italian hemp gave 0.9 per cent. How 
far these raw materials, which are recognized 
as the best, may lose their ashes by bleach- 
ing and washing is not ascertained, and ex- 
periments as to the ash contents of clean 
rags of various kinds are lacking. In es- 
parto Mueller found from 3.6 to 4.1 per cent. 
in the dry, raw plant, and Stevenson Mac 
adam as much as 5.6 per cent, 

If the fibres mentioned were to be simply 
considered as raw materials the question of 
the ash contents of chemically prepared cel- 
lulose, as now given by the sulphite process, 
would appear to me to be very important, as 
the opening out of the vegetable fibres is ef- 
fected by an acid solution under high pres- 
sure and a high temperature, a process which 
must remove the mineral ingredients of the 
wood, except an infinitesimal quantity of si- 
licic acid and silicates. 

Not to make any error because of the min- 
eral matters deposited from sulphite of cal- 
cium solutions, I used, first, a cellulose made 
by the Pictet process, with sulphuric acid 
only, but still found 0,459 per cent. of ashes. 
As the average ash contents of firwood is 1.2 
per cent., nearly half had remained undis- 
solved in the pulp. 

The next sample tested was very fine cellu- 
lose, made according to the Graham process. 
As sulphate of magnesia is easily soluble in 
water (1:20)’a precipitation cannot take place, 
as when using sulphite of calcium, and this 
cellulose showed only 0.32 per cent, of ashes. 

Samples prepared with acid sulphite of 
calcium solutions which, according to my 
theory, had a higher contents in free sulphur- 
ous acid were tested, but here, too, the de- 
posit of monosulphite of calcium on the cel- 
lulose was only 0.61 and 0.654 per cent. 

Two samples of Partington’s cellulose, 
from England, had 0,91 and 1.015 per cent. 
A sample of in other respects very fine 


Ritter-Kellner cellulose had been boiled in a 
sulphite solution which was richer in lime 


but poorer in free sulphurous acid. It had 
1.283 per cent. of ashes. Samples made ac- 
cording to the Mitscherlich process contained 
1.39, 1.68 and 1.79 percent. of ashes. Finally 
a sample made of pure Mitscherlich, a so- 
called parchment (*‘ pergamyn ”) paper, which 
to all appearance was not sized with an alu- 
mina salts, showed 2.6 per cent. From these 
analyses it would appear that the ash con- 
tents of sulphite fibres increase in proportion 
as the quantity of lime in the sulphite solu- 
tion favors the precipitation of almost insolu- 
ble monosulphite of calcium in the boiling 
process, as well as in the precipitation of alu- 
mina in the sizing, andthus the maximum of 
2 per cent. of ashes for standard papers may 
be exceeded even when using pure stock, If 
cellulose is debarred from being used for such 
papers there is nd doubt that it will be ad 
mitted in time, but experiments must be 
previously made as to the worth and dura- 
bility of papers containing sulphite fibre, as 
well as to the length and quality of the dif- 


ferent fibres used.

Production of Petrolenm and Nat- 
ural Gas. 





A writer in the Pittsburg Commercia/ 
Gazette gives the following explanation of the 
origin of petroleum and natural gas, which, 
if differing from all previous theories, is in- 
teresting : 

In explaining the origin of natural gas, 
petroleum and coal, I shall endeavor to 
show they are produced from a combination 
of vegetable and animal matter; that they 
are of one specie, natural gas passing into 
petroleum and petroleum into coal. 

Taking the surface of the earth which sus- 
tains vegetable life as 50,000,000 square 
miles, and the annual product of vegetable 
matter to be 500 pounds to the acre, or 160 
tons to the square mile, we have an annual 
production of vegetable matter of 8,000,000, - 
000 tons. This 8,000,000,000 tons of vege- 
table matter lives and dies, and dying is car- 
ried by the rain and running streams into 
the rivers, lakes and the ocean. Its aver- 
age composition will not vary much from 
-45 carbon and .6 of hydrogen. So we find 
an annual vegetable production of 3,400,- 
000,000 tons of carbon and 480,000,000 tons 
of hydrogen, a very large part of which is 
deposited in the ocean and charges the 
ocean waters with hydrocarbon vegetable 
properties. 

All the water animals, from the minutest 
bacterium to the whale, that have lived and 
died, have charged the sea water with ani- 
mal hydrocarbon matter. I have no analysis 
showing the proportion of hydrocarbon in 
sea water, nor of the gold, silver, copper, 
iron, or other metals held in it; butit is said 
that Sonstadt has found a little less than one 
grain of gold to the ton of sea water, and 
from the silver deposits on the ships it has 
been computed that the ocean holds in solu- 
tion 2,000,000 tons of silver. ‘And it is well 
known that in some parts of the ocean the 
presence of myriads of invertebrate animals 
covers the face of the sea for many feet in 
depth and produces phosphorescence, 


From these causes the ocean water is 


charged with vegetable and animal hydro- 
carbon, with lime, salt, bromides, chlorides, 
sulphates, phosphates, carbonates, oxides, 
iodides, potash and soda, all of which form 
about 1.30 of the total weight of sea water. 
And, taking the ocean ared at 150,000,000 
square miles and its average depth at 2,000 
fathoms, we have 1} ton of solid matter 
to each superficial foot, or 52,320 tons of 
solid matter to the acre of sea water. Or, 
if we take the entire volume of sea water, 
we find that the solid matter held in chem- 
ical and mechanical combination with the 
water is 5,848,000,000,000 tons, I merely 
give these figures to show the immense quan- 
tity of mineral substance that there is in sea 
water. 

In taking the water shed of the Mississippi 
River and its tributaries, we find that the 
annual downfall of rain in cubic feet is, ex- 


clusive of Red River, 78,q00,000,000,000 and 
that the evaporation is 60,900,000,000,000, 
and that the Mississippi carries annually 18,- 
g00,000,000,000 feet of water into the ocean. 
To this may be added the immense flow of 
water from the Amazon,which at its mouth is 
200 miles from shore to shore and 300 feet 
deep ; the River Mackenzie, 2,800 miles long ; 
the Congo, 3,500 miles ; Yenesei, 3,400 miles ; 
Yang-tse-Kiang, 3,320 miles; Niger, 3,000 
miles ; Rio Grande, 2,300 miles; Rio de la 
Plata, 2,300 miles ; and thousands of others 
that continually flow a vast amount of water 
into the ocean. From this we see that evap- 
oration will only absorb 60 parts of the 78.9 
that is furnished to the water shed of the 
Mississippi and its tributaries, and that 24 
per cent. of all the water of that area is de- 
posited in the ocean. And, without making 
any further calculations, I assume that 24 
per cent. of all the water furnished to the 
dry land of the earth is deposited in the 
ocean. If only 76 per cent. of the water 
furnished to dry land is evaporated, and as 
sea (salt) water evaporates less at our tem- 
perature than the fresh water on land, I con- 
clude that the ocean evaporation cannot pos- 
sibly absorb all the ocean rainfall and the 
immense amount of water furnished it from 
the land, and as the evaporation on the land 
is only 76 per cent. of the water furnished 
the land, that the rainfall cannot be more 
than what is provided by evaporation ; that 
is, 76 per cent., and that the 24 per cent. of 
the land water comes from the inside of the 
ORS a wasnt ccs weber wis 


The earth’s diameter at the equator is 
7,926 miles, and, revolving upon its axis 
once per day, its surface travel at the equa- 
tor is nearly 17 miles per minute. This high 
degree of velocity tends to enlarge the equa- 
torial diameter and to flatten the poles, which 
we find to be 7,898 miles diameter. It 
also tends to throw the material from the 
centre of the earth toward its periphery, and 
greatest at the equator. This causes a vacu- 
um along the polar centre of the earth. 
Therefore I conclude that the earth has a 
hollow vacuous centre.

Effect of Storage on Paper. 





In order to ascertain whether any 
change was effected in the strength and 
stretching power of paper by keeping it in 
store I took six different samples at six dif- 
ferent times. All of the papers were made 
by precisely the same process. The first test 
with air dried paper was taken when the 
paper had been hanging from ten to fifteen 
hours in the air after making. The second 
test was of the same paper after it had been 
lying for a year in the storeroom. The dif- 
ferent kinds of rags used were separately 
beaten. The mixing of the pulp was done 
in the vat with a horizontal agitator. The 
waste used consisted of scraps from the 
paper machine and the paper room and of 
defective sheets, and sometimes of the pre- 
vious making of the same kind of paper. 
The waste was first ground up, and then 
further worked in the beating engine. 
The various kinds were sized with very 
nearly the same quantity of rosin size, with 
a large addition of starch. All of the tests 
were of the imperial size, weighing 12 kilo- 
grams, so that the value for strength could 
be very accurately compared. In different 
mills the strength of the paper across or in 
the line of the run of the machine will de- 
pend on the preparation of the pulp, but 
more especially on the way the machine runs. 
The various samples were made as follows: 


No. 1, From strong linen rags, five-eighths ; 
waste paper, one-eighth; unbleached sul- 
phite fibre, one-eighth, and soda cellulose, 
one-eighth. 

No, 2. Same as No. 1. 

No, 3. Linen rags, five-eighths ; waste pa- 
per, one-eighth; bleached sulphite fibre, 
one-eighth, and bleached soda fibre, 
eighth. 

No. 4. As No. 3, 

No. 5. Bag linen, one-eighth ; waste, (con- 


one- 








taining chemical fibre), three-eighths ; un- 
bleached sulphite fibre, three-eighths, and 
one-eighth bleached soda fibre. 

No, 6, Strong bagging one-half, linen rags 
one-half. 

The samples 1 and 2 and 3 and 4 were 
made from exactly the same proportions of 
material. The only difference was that un- 
bleached sulphite fibre was used for one 
and bleached for the other. Sample 4 had 
to be sized stronger than the other samples 
from 1 to 5. The ash contents varied be- 
tween 2 and 2.5 per cent. To insure that no 
other chemical fibre should be mixed with 
these the engines were carefully washed. 
The test led to the following conclusions : 

All papers sized with rosin gain in strength 
when stored, whether made from pure rags 
or with an addition of sulphite or soda fibre. 
The samples tested show almost equal gain 
in strength—from 14 to Ig per cent.—and 
any difference from these figures may be 
ascribed to the manner of testing. The 
increase in strength, whether tested across 
or with the length of the paper, is the same, 
and the comparative figures of the first and 
second tests were almost identical in all 
cases, 

This striking phenomenon, which has 
been observed by others also, is partly ex- 
plained by the fact that the rosin in the 
paper is at first of a softer consistency, and 
hardens gradually under exposure to the 
air. Besides the resistance offered by the 
intertwined fibres to the tearing of the 
paper, the hardened rosin acts as a kind of 
cement and increases the strength. From 
observations made in the textile industry, 
partially applicable to paper fibres, the phy- 
sical properties change in a state of rest, but 
it cannot be accepted that this difference 
alone would amount to 14 per cent, 

Sample 6 showed that the increase in the 
breaking strength of paper has no influence 
on its stretching quality, as this latter on the 
second test after fourteen months varied 
only 0.2 per cent., while the former showed 
an increase of 14 per cent. 


It was shown, secondly, that the stretch- 
ing capacity of papers changes in all kinds 
which are made up with an addition of sul- 
phite fibre, while with rag papers it changes 
very little or not at all under storage. 
Samples 1 to 5 showed a diminution in the 
stretching capacity of from 16 to 40 per cent. 
at the end of nine months. The sulphite 
fibre used was completely opened up; it was 
remarkable for cleanness and strength, and 
the bleached and the unbleached were ob- 
tained from the same mill. The decrease in 
the stretching power across and with the 
length of the paper was not equal, the latter, 
which is always greater, decreasing more. 
Sample 6, without any addition of sulphite 
fibre, showed no decrease in stretching ca- 
pacity. Variations of 0.3 per cent. do not 
come into consideration, 


The observations justify the conclusion 
that the loss in the stretching strength of 
paper is to be ascribed to sulphite fibre, and 
this opinion is strengthened by comparing 
samples 1 and 2 with 3 and 4. Both kinds 
contained an equal quantity of sulphite cel- 
lulose, the only difference being that un- 
bleached was used for the former, and it was 
found that the bleached fibre caused only 
about half the decrease in the stretching 
strength that the unbleached did. How 
much the soda fibre had to do with it could 
not be ascertained, but as samples 1 to 4 
contained the same quantities it is evident 
that sulphite fibre alone was the cause. 

The reasons for the change in paper con- 
taining sulphite ‘cellulose, when in storage, 
can only be found by careful experiments, 
The idea that it is owing to the formation of 
gypsum need only be mentioned, The 
experiment with the bleached fibre showed 
that it had lost of the bodies, 
which caused the decrease in the stretching 
power,

International Copyright and Eng- 
lish Interests. 





Discussing the features of the Chace 
International Copyright bill which is now 
awaiting the action of our House of Repre- 
sentatives, the Paper Makers’ Circular, Lon- 
don, says: 

“If the Chace-Breckinridge bill should 
become law at this session of Congress, as it 
now stands, it can only benefit those authors 
who have already a marketable name. Those 
who have not yet reached that pinnacle of 
fame will be very near as much at the mercy 
of their publishers as they are at the present 
time. We must be careful when throwing 
stones, for it must be remembered that it is 
only the popular American author who now 
benefits by the British law, as it will only be 
the popular British author who wiil benefit 
by the proposed American law, 


‘Tt must not be forgotten that the English 


law is in a most unsatisfactory state. No. 
American book is protected in England un 


less it is published her,

have shown how certain English pub- 
lishers of the baser sort have availed them- 
selves of the privilege. It is true that Eng- 
lish authors and publishers have suffered 
terribly under the existing state of the law 
through American piracy, but that is not a 
matter we are called upon to dealwith. The 
question that concerns us is to what extent 
will the bill affect our paper makers. 

** Whatever shortcomings there may be or 
conditions imposed by the American bill, the 
American authors must be wholly acquitted 
of blame. Their actions have been most 
generous toward our authors. The Ameri- 
can Copyright League, organized five years 
ago and now containing on its rolls nearly 
every author in America, has been laboring 
steadfastly for a simple author’s copyright 
without conditions or formalities.” * * * 

“Then on investigation and consultation 
it was found that the Typographical Union— 
one of the most intelligent and powerful 
labor organizations—would oppose the origi- 
nal bill of the league, giving simple author's 
copyright, but would support cordially a bill 
granting copyright on condition of remanu- 
facture in America. The assistance of the 
printers was valuable and the bill was 
modified in accordance with their views. 
The American paper makers have.not taken 
any active part in the movement, feeling 
that it was not a question that at all affectea 
their business interest. As it stands now 
it is a compromise measure advocated by the 
authors, publishers, and the printers of 
America, It receives the support of mem- 
bers of all political parties, being introduced 
into the Senate by Mr. Chace, a Republican 
and protectionist, and into the House of 
Representatives by Mr. Breckinridge, a 
Democrat and tariff reformer. As we have 
said, it may not be reached this session, but 
this year or next, sooner or later, this bill, or 
one similar to it, will surely become law,

Holyoke Notes. 











[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 





Hotvoxe, Mass., July 5, 1888. 

The racket, din, and general upheaval 
caused by our ‘‘Glorious Fourth” are over 
once more, and we have come out of it much 
better than could be expected. Many per- 
sons were heard to say yesterday, asthe day 
drew to a close, ‘‘I am tharkful that it 
comes but once a year.” The mills are all 
shut down, some till to-morrow morning and 
others till Monday, and the work of repair- 
ing and improving is going forward. The 
repair shops are driven with work and some 
are obliged to run night and day with two 
sets of men to keep pace with the demands 
made on them. The water will be let into 
the canals to-morrow morning at 6 o'clock 
and the mills which are in readiness to start 
willdo so. A few years ago it was the cus- 
tom to have the water remain out of the 
canals for a week, but the period has been 
lessened from year to year till two days is 
now considered sufficient in most cases. 

As to business there is very little change 
to record. Many manufacturers report that 
they have all the orders on hand which they 
can handle at present, and still more are 
coming in. These are mainly medium 
sized calls, and no important orders are 
quoted just now. July and August are gen- 
erally looked on as dull months for the paper 
trade, but there seems to be none of the 
usual falling off, and the output is as large 
as it was several months ago. The manu- 
facturers say that they have no cause to 
complain, and many of them are very com- 
placent over the situation. No change in 
prices is reported. Book papers are in very 
good demand and are likely to be for the 
present. News is very lively, the product 
being constantly covered. Fine writings are 
a trifle quiet, but there is still a fair demand. 
Manillas, wrappings and tissues are moy- 
ing well, but not in large quantities. 

During the temporary shut down of the 
mill the Excelsior Paper Company will take 
out the small water wheels in its mill and 
put in a large wheel instead. The Massasoit 
Mill will make some changes and repairs, 
and the Wauregan will put in a new wheel. 
The Beebe & Holbrook Company will over- 
haul the flume, paint its machine and engine 
rooms and renovate in other directions. The 
Holyoke Water Power Company will put in 
a new headgate between Sargeant and Cabot 
streets to accommodate the new mills near 
by, and the Cabot street mill will have two 
new fire pumps, each having a capacity of 
800 gallons a minute. 

The City National Bank has just been 
obliged to increase its capital stock from 
$200,000 to $500,000, and new and larger 
quarters will be secured at once. There is 
also a movement on foot to organize a new 
national bank, with a capital of $1,000,000, 
which will conduct business on a larger scale 
than the others have attempted. Prominent 
manufacturers are interested in this project, 
and if it is put through the combined bank- 
ing capital of the city will be $2,500,000 in- 
stead of $850,000, the present figures. There 
is plenty of room for such a bank, as con- 
siderable business goes out of the city every 
day. 3 

The Parsons Paper Company awarded the 
contract for the brickwork on its No. 2 Mill 
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this week to Lynch Brothers, and the work 
was begun on Tuesday. It will require from 
seven to eight millions of brick. 

The George R. Dickinson Paper Company 
has just finished beautifying its office, which 
will compare favorably with any in the city. 
The walls and ceilings have been covered 
with lincrusta-walton, bronzed in 
shades, new carpets and furniture have been

The Holyoke Envelope Company is mov- 
ing its machinery into the new mill at the 
South End as fast as possible. 

The body of Walter Hannabury, who went 
over the dam early last week, was found in 
the rear of the Chemical Paper Mill.

The Jewell Pure Water Company, Frank- 
lin and Lake streets, is the name of a Western 
water purifier firm which is attracting the at- 
tention of paper manufacturers in this sec- 
tion of the country. The company is one of 
the latest to enter the field, but among its 
personnel are men who have spent years in 
the study of purifying water, and they 
claim that the Jewell filter is a great im- 
provement in many desirable ways which 
tend to make it an indispensable part of the 
machinery in every paper mill where a high 
grade of paper is desired.

Boston Notes. 
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Eastern Orrice Paper TRAvE Journat., 
49 Federal Street, 
Roston, July 5, 1888. 


Yesterday was the Fourth of July and 
this is the day after. It was a glorious day 
in every sense—delightful weather, plenty 
of amusement, sports of every variety and 
lots of fun, the festivities of the day wind- 
ing up with innumerable pyrotechnical dis- 
plays. 

To-day the returns are coming in telling 
of the fires and casualties. Only twenty- 
six fire alarms were rung in the twenty-four 
hours. The number of killed and wounded 
is not yet completed. 

Nobody in the paper trade, however, is 
reported missing, although everybody doesn’t 
show up as usual to-day, and in consequence 
news items are rather scarce. 

Most of the paper stock importers are on 
hand, but judging from the state of business 
they might just as well have kept celebrat- 
ing for the rest of the week. Fourth of July 
week is always a dull time in the paper stock 
business, due partly to the fact that so many 
New England mills take stock—that is, figure 
their profits—about this time. By the end of 
the month it is thought that the wants of 
manufacturers will begin to show themselves, 
when paper stock will move a little more 
freely. 

The chemical market suffers from the 
same causes and trade is quiet. Bleaching 
powders have been rather scarce on the spot, 
but the supply this week is enlarged by late 
arrivals. Quotations on bleaching powders 
are 1.80@1.82%c. and firm. Caustic soda is 
held at 2.20@2.22%c. Soda ash is unchanged 
at 1 @1.40c. Soda crystals are quiet at 
-goc. 

The receipts of chemicals for the past seven 
days include 1,356 casks of bleaching pow- 
ders, 615 drums of caustic soda, 372 casks 
and 500 bags of soda ash, 150 barrels and 500 
kegs of soda crystals. 

Imports of paper stock for the same time 
foot up a total of 1,772 bales, 606 bales being 
rags and 472 bales of manillas. 

Other receipts include 484 bales of sulphite 
pulp, 76 casks of china clay, 12 casks of 
Southern clay, 75 cases of Venetian red, 164 
bags of hide cuttings, 15 bags of old pickers 
and 592 bales of rosin. 

Roswell M. Fairfield, of the Fairfield Paper 
Company, Salmon Falls, Mass., was in town 
the early part of the week.

The first steps have already been taken 
toward the erection of an extensive addition 
to the mill of the Badger Paper Company, 
which owns one of the best equipped plants 
in this district. The company is located at 
Kaukauna, where it operates a two machine 
mill of large capacity. All of the buildings 
are of solid stone, constructed in the most 
substantial and perfect manner. The addi- 
tion about to be constructed will also be of 
stone, 70x1I2 feet in dimensions and two 
stories high, and will be used as a stock 
warehouse. All manipulation of rags also, 
which has heretofore been done in the pres- 
ent buildings, will be transferred to the new 
one. The increased room thus secured in the 
main building will be utilized in the placing 
of a new Harper Fourdrinier machine of 54 
or 56 inches width for running 47 inch rolls. 
This machine will be built by the Atlas Iron 
and Brass Works, of Kaukauna, and will be 
their maiden machine. Under the new 
régime the capacity of the mill will be in- 
creased to about 28,000 pounds of paper per 
day. The Badger Paper Company is one 
of the youngest corporations of the kind in 
Kaukauna, having commenced operations in 
1886, and this early enlargement is good 
evidence of its prosperity. 

Several days ago a large force of men and 
teams were set at work breaking ground in 
preparation for putting in the foundation of 
the new paper mill which the Fox River Pa- 
per Company will erect in this city the pres- 
ent year. At present the overlying soil 
above bed rock has been almost entirely re- 
moved. Work upon the foundation of the 
mill will probably be commenced by August 
1. The company has not yet fully decided

THE Government is constantly calling 
upon consuls and diplomatic representa- 
tives for information. From these there 
frequently comes something which merits 
consideration, but which rarely receives 
it. The representatives of the United 
States in different parts of the world 
have at various times urged the im- 
portance of direct steam communication 
with the points at which they are lo- 


cated, but such suggestions never 
seem to bear fruit. They die of inani- 
tion. Consul-General Cardwell, at Cairo, 


Egypt, is one of the latest officials who 
seems to be impressed with the desirabil- 
ity of steamship lines which shall bring 
the “mother of countries” into nearer 
relation with one of the youngest. He 
says that it is senseless to presume that a 
profitable trade could not be established 
and maintained, and asserts that with a 
a direct steamship line to Egypt “a 
mutuality in commerce would spring 
up which, because of the desirabil- 
ity of things interchangeable, would 
jast.””" The same idea has been put forth 
by representatives in South American 
states, and yet this country persists in a

prise in the establishment of steamship 
lines. Limited appropriations for mails 
and refusal to pay a price for needed ac- 
commodation seem to be the rule, and 
yet foreign steamers get the benefits to 
which American vessels are clearly en- 
titled. How long shall this policy last? 
It is time that it were changed. 





As the Government fiscal year comes to 
a close we find some interesting facts ex- 
| hibited by the returns of the Statistical 
Bureau of 
| Take the item of rags, for instance, in 
which it might be supposed that the dis- 
inclination of foreign packers to do busi- 
ness had effected a notable falling off in 
imports. Such a tendency does 
appear, except to a limited extent, in 
|the returns so far to hand. The en- 
|tire imports of rags for paper mak- 
ing uses amounted during the year 
ended June 30, 1887, to 120,571 949 pounds 
the monthly average being 10,047,662 
pounds. The figures of the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1888, are not complete, 
but we have returns for eleven months 
which show that up to May 3! the im- 
ports of rags had amounted to 106,936,696 





. | pounds, the monthly average being 9,721,- 


| 518 pounds. If the decrease thus indi- 
| cated was not made up during June, as it 
| probably was not, the falling off in im- 
| ports of rags for the year would amount 
}to something like 4,000,000 pounds or 
| about two-fifths of a month’s supply. 
| This does not appear to be a very heavy 
| shrinkage in the shipments hither. 





Bur there is another thing in which the 
returns do not satisfy us. It is shown 
that, ascompared with the eleven months 
of 1887, our exports of paper for the same 
period this year have fallen off, and that 
the imports of foreign paper have in- 
creased. THE JOURNAL, lately directed 
attention to the fact that since the last 
reduction in the duties on paper the

imports had increased, and this fea- 
ture is still more marked in the re- 
turns before us; for while our exports 
of paper have not declined to an alarm- 
ing extent—the decrease in values being 
about $36,000—the imports have been 
enlarged to the extent of more than 
$325,000, an amount which is to a con- 
siderable degree withdrawn from our own 
industry. With these facts in view, we 
hope that the representatives of the pa- 
per making industry in Congress, or act- 
ing through the trade organizations, will 
work together to try and defeat further 
proposed reductions in the tariff measure 
now pending in Congress. Manufacturers 
will readily appreciate what the diversion 
of a quarter of a million of dollars amounts 
to in their business, and to what further 
extent this may be carried with a still 
lower range of duties. The working pa- 
per makers will also understand how 
their interests will be affected by the in-

judgment—a question of policy—which 
they can and should help in deciding. 





ELSEWHERE in this issue will be found 
an account of the proceedings of the 
Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce upon 
the consideration of the Chace interna- 
tional copyright bill. The action taken 
by that body was not particularly impor- 
tant. The chief features of the meeting 
were the remarks made by different 
speakers, and in one particular instance 
by a Scotch paper maker, who boldly 


proclaimed his belief in protection. 
He advocated retaliatory legislation. 
This manufacturer erred in making 


the subject a matter of feeling. Hisidea 
that protection to home industry is 
desirable is all right; but in suggesting 
that coercion should be threatened be- 
cause Americans prefer to guard their 
own interests he was altogether wrong. 
We wish to remind him and all others in 
the United Kingdom who advocate re- 
taliation and coercion that such a line of 
action is not likely to impress the Am- 
erican -people with much force. It 
was attempted a little more than a 
century ago and was resented, and 
if past experience has not taught any- 
thing, the people of the United States 
are able to renew the lesson until they 
have sufficiently impressed it upon the 
most dull headed of scholars. But there 
is no need of retaliation, It will be only 


fair that the British tariff shall be so re- 
formed and amended that it shal] give a 
reasonable amount of protection to the

An Old Paper Maker Gone. 
East Watrore, Mass., July 3, 1888. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

Died at Norfolk, Mass., June 24, George 
Campbell, aged seventy-seven. 

Mr. Campbell was born at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, England, May 3, 1811. He served 
his apprenticeship at a paper mill in Eng- 
land, and at the age of twenty-one came to 
this country with his brother Thomas, They 
worked in various mills till 1845, when they 
formed a copartnership under the firm of 
T. & G. Campbell. This firm expired with 
the death of Thomas in 1874, and in 1876

|not been undertaken from a 
standpoint, nor have they given any satis- 
| factory solution of the question of the 
day, viz., from which chemical ingredient 
wood pulp is formed. It is known that

its principal components, and that certain 
| salts, phloroglucine, hydrochloric acid, &c., 
| provoke «haracteristic color effects, which 
give rise to a transformation of acid as well 
as alkaline bodies ; but all of these data are 
only a few links in a long chain of facts 
which can only be ascertained by thorough 
investigation of this body, the presence of 
which in vegetable fibres, in textile fibres 
and wood is of such technical importance.” 

The Papier Zeitung remarks on the above: 
* Lignine, as is known, plays an important 
part in making paper turn yellow, and its 
removal is the great point in preparing wood 
for cellulose. The determination of its quali- 
ties is, therefore, closely allied with the in- 
vestigation of the chemical processes which 
take place in the production of cellulose by 
means of sulphurous acid or alkalies. A 
prize of 2,000 marks has been offered for an 
explanation of this process by the Society for 
the Advancement of Industrial Progress, 
which sum has been raised to 3,000 marks 
for the inclusion of the sulphate process in 
the investigation, and the Society of Cellu-

A great stride was certainly made to- 
ward economical working when stamping in 
iron or steel dies or molds was introduced, 
where a great number of precisely the same 
articles are required and the shape permits ;

The American Engineer remarks that 
the transmission of heat to and from itself, 
and to and from the cylinder and other por- 
tions, has given rise to a reduction of econ- 
omy due to a tendency to liquefaction and 
condensation. 

In the ordinary work of entrance into and 
expansion of the steam within the cylinder 
and its clearances there is a tendency to 
liquefaction in proportion to the quantity of 
surplus heat carried by the steam into the 
cylinder. If the steam be superheated or 
carry with it a higher temperature than that 
demanded to maintain a fixed 
under regular boiler 


pressure 
practice, such extra 
heat furnishes a supply for vaporizing any 


chance condensation due to contact with the 
metal of the cylinder or to the effects of ex- 
pansion. 

This heat, taken as it is from the steam 
upon its admission to the cylinder, is not 
lost, but is again absorbed by the expanded 
steam of low pressure at the end of the 
stroke. But as this low pressure superheat- 
ing takes place just prior to the reversing of 
the engine and the exhaust, there is but 
little advantage arising from this rejuvenat- 
ing of the steam, except where it is passed 
to.a.second cylinder to be used over again, as 
in the compound engine. 

To effect the same object as by the super- 
heating of the steam engine, steam jackets 
are provided about the cylinder to furnish 
all extra heat required by the steam during 
the performance of its work in the prevention 
of condensation and water.

mum of surface exposure to a minimum of 
volume. 

Even if the ports have the same area as 
the steam pipe itself, the surface contact, 
and hence the friction of the steam against 
the sides of the ports, is far greater than that 
against the pipe furnishing the steam. For 
instance, a 6 inch steam pipe has an area 
of 28.274 square inches, and a metal surface 
outline of circumference of 18.84 inches. A 
steam port: inch wide has a surface out- 
line of twice 28.274 plus 2 inches, or 28.548, 
or some three times as much as has the 
steam pipe and three times the friction per 
unit of movement. 

With careful design and construction, and 
the avoidance of every hindrance to the 
free admission of the steam to the engine in 
pipes, chest, valves and ports, a minimum 
loss of initial pressure at the beginning of 
the stroke will be the result. 

Change of velocity in the movement of the 
steam to the piston should be carefully 
guarded against to as great an extent as 
possible. Upon reaching the piston, except 
in high speed engines, this change of ve- 
locity has to be met by the space volume to 
be filled, since it is, of course, impossible to 
speed the piston to any great extent, even 
to one-half or one-quarter the usual speed 
for the steam. Expansion and direct pressure, 
not headway of the steam, are the means by 
which the piston movement is effected. 

Again, the greater the surface contact of 
the steam with the metal of the engine, the 
greater will be the heat absorption and radi- 
ation. In both condensing and non-con- 
densing engines these surfaces are alternately 
exposed to high and low temperature, even 
of the atmosphere. The rods and connec- 
tions alternately exposed to direct contact 
with the air and the heat of the steam have 
damaging influence on economy in steam use, 
and it seems quite impossible to remedy the 
trouble. The loss due to this absorption and 
radiation of the heat of the steam through 
and by the metal of the engine is quite large, 
and to all appearances cannot be avoided.

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Hydraulic Feed Pulp Grinder. 





The accompanying cut illustrates a 
three pocket hydraulic feed wood pulp 
machine, manufactured by the Bagley & 
Sewall Company, Watertown, N.Y. This 
machine is made with either two, three 
or four pockets—the three pocket being the 
standard; the size of the stone is 20x48 
inches. The pockets are said to be larger in 
this than in any other machine in the market, 
and to consequently require less labor in 
charging. The cylinders are lined with 
seamless drawn copper tubing. The pistons 
have double hydraulic leather packings. 
The piston rods are of steel, the stuffing 
boxes and followers of brass. The main 
shaft isof steel, 6 inches in diameter, with 
large bearing surface in the boxes. This 
shaft has next the frames a simple device 
which effectually prevents the oil from the 
bearings working into the machine and in- 
juring the pulp.
